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direct from CBS News election headquarters in New York this is the CBS Evening News with Walter Cronkite 
good evening from our CBS News election headquarters in New York from which we are originating this CBS 
News evening evening news program across this nation of ours it appears that the populous has gone to the 
polls and record numbers perhaps more than 71 million of us have trooped to our polling places today and 
cast our ballots for the presidency of the United States many states four senators in all states four 
congressmen in many other states four governors and many propositions on the ballot as well and now with 
the polls still open throughout most of the United States through our CBS IBM vote profile analysis we are 
able to say that Lyndon Johnson is the probable winner in Kentucky the first state to be recorded on our 
board for Lyndon Johnson tonight 450,000 votes to 260 1000 for Goldwater with 62% of the vote tabulated in 
Kentucky but according to our vote profile analysis our system of selected precincts by which we can 
determine how the entire state is going we can give the nine electoral votes probably to Lyndon Johnson with 
a probable 61 percent of the vote l'Il be back with more details of the vote in a moment after this message 
now two percent of the vote has been counted the popular vote in the nation and a Lyndon Johnson and 
Hubert Humphrey have five hundred and seventy six thousand a three hundred and eighty votes to Senator 
Barry Goldwater and Congressman William Miller's three hundred and ninety three thousand seven hundred 
and seventy one that's 69 percent of that two percent of the national popular vote counted and for Johnson 
thirty one percent of it counted in for Goldwater and we with our BPA IBM 
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in for Goldwater and we with our BPA IBM analysis have given the state of Kentucky probably to Lyndon 
Johnson that is nine probable electoral votes for Johnson recorded on our board so far results up to this 
minute those are and the beginning of what should be a very long and a interesting evening here hardly 
seems right than anything as important as a presidential election should be as much fun as | think we're 
going to have tonight if you are to enjoy this evening fully with us regardless of what party for for you ought to 
understand how we're playing the game here here with me in our CBS election studio our Harry Reasoner 
and Roger Mudd to report on the presidential race Bob trout to cover the contest for those seats in the House 
of Representatives in the Senate Mike Wallace going to be reporting the election of the 25 governors RuPt 
this year Eric severide reporting and observing and whatever comes to mr sebah rides mine tonight tonight 
we will be giving you two sets of figures keep this in mind please the first figures you'll see on our board is 
the actual collected vote the so-called popular vote although presumably whatever it is it won't be popular 
with everyone this year the three broadcast networks have joined forces with The Associated Press the 


United Press International to form a network election service we call it NES this service provides us with a 
hundred and forty five thousand reporters in the nation's 180,000 voting precincts this tabulated vote is often 
deceptive at an early hour though and that's what must be remembered if the first votes reported for instance 
come from a Republican area well then the Republican might jump in to an early lead later as the Democratic 
precincts report well that lead of course could easily shift to the Democratic side incidentally we just had a 
CBS News IBM vote profile analysis call that indicates Lyndon Johnson is the winner 
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indicates Lyndon Johnson is the winner in Kentucky we're moving him out of the probable column into the 
win column in Kentucky our current BPA estimate will give him about 61 percent of the vote in Kentucky well 
now continuing what | was telling you about the popular vote those votes come in from areas not individual to 
course and early returns may not be totally representative so the second set of figures is designed to give 
you a more accurate early picture what's happening and that you will see that only here on CBS we think 
BPA the figures I've just been giving you both profile analysis is the best system ever devised for estimating 
early in the evening probable winners and losers our 1900 BPA reporters across the country call us directly 
from a carefully selected number of precincts representing every major voting group in each state but a small 
number of precincts those returns are put into IBM's a 7010 computer here in the studio the returns are 
mixed with a library of stored information the IBM 7010 does the complex arithmetic which provides the 
information which enables CPS to make highly accurate advance estimates to what the eventual totals will 
be our VP a profile analysis now shows that Johnson is the probable winner in Indiana that's a state that the 
senator Barry Goldwater had counted on winning it is in his list of states he must win to win but BPA says 
now that Johnson is the probable winner in that Republican state normally Republican state of Indiana with a 
possible percentage of 54 to 46 for Johnson now in another area here besides that IBM 1040 we're working 
with the second battery of computers the IBM system/360 s6 system/360 is keeping track 360 that is of 
which precincts have reported and how figures come from the IBM machine the mistakes and we hope there 
won't be 
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the mistakes and we hope there won't be any come from us of course it's a highly a very highly complicated 
and a very big big complicated problem for us here but we're going to solve it for you we're going to be 
reporting the popular vote and the vpa analysis vote two separate things VP a analysis we expect to be 
much faster and being able to tell us who has won in which states let's get more of details on these now from 
our presidential desk Roger Mudd and Harry Reasoner gentlemen Walter you love announced the voter 
profile analysis wind by President Johnson in Kentucky and apparently this nine electoral vote victory that he 
fashioned there in Kentucky was from the fact that he ran eleven points ahead of John Kennedy in every 
area of Kentucky the most significant of the showings that the president made tonight in Kentucky is the 
strength he demonstrated in the small towns and in the farms where he is registering his sharpest increase 
over john kennedy of four years ago in the city of louisville always a key to carrying kentucky which Richard 
Nixon won four years ago Lyndon Johnson a tonight pulled in a three-to-two edge and the city of Lexington 
Kentucky normally Republican went for Lyndon Johnson today by a margin of about eight thousand votes 
there is no sign of a white backlash in Kentucky up in the northeast section around Covington and the 
suburbs are being closely carried tonight by President Johnson Republican defections to Lyndon Johnson 
running up to 25 percent in Tennessee the the popular vote in Tennessee shows Lyndon Johnson with a 
small lead of about a thousand votes with only 12% of the popular vote counted in Tennessee so just on the 
basis of Kentucky as a key to the upper south and 
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Kentucky as a key to the upper south and Tennessee Lyndon Johnson tonight is off to a good start Eric 
Roger we've got a very interesting result in Indiana to where President Johnson is listed as the probable 
winner although with the tabulated vote so far senator Goldwater is leading 46 thousand to 29,000 oh this is 


one of the cases that we're going to run into through the evening that demonstrates exactly what Walter was 
saying about low profile analysis those tabulated votes we don't know where they're from they're obviously 
from Goldwater areas but our vpa precincts reporting from areas that we know and can tag and where we 
know what kinds of groups are voting how indicate the President Johnson will do probably 10 percentage 
points better than John Kennedy did in losing the state of 1960 and will win by 54% of the vote when it's over 
out in Kansas there's a fairly substantial popular vote in so far and it's a point president Johnson is leading 
senator Goldwater by about 5,000 votes 80,000 a 75,000 with about 9% of the state in this is significant only 
as insofar as it relates to the race for governor where the Republican candidate William Avery is leading 
Harry Wells a Democrat by 14,000 votes this bears out what was predicted that this would be a year of 
heavy ticket splitting and Harry one final item in South Carolina where a Negro registration was up about 145 
percent the some of the Machine ballots and machines in South Carolina have broken down according to the 
officials there they're having to resort to paper ballots and the final count in South Carolina may be delayed 
Walter we're going now down to our regular CBS newsroom just below our election headquarters here for 
Charles Kuralt it's going to report on today's other political news for us Charles older President Johnson said 
today | think I'll win it's a horse race said senator Goldwater you either win it or you lose it whatever the Lord 
wants 
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or you lose it whatever the Lord wants I'll live with it the president and the senator from Arizona both voted 
early today so did millions of other Americans Democrats might hope this big turnout means their sides not 
as apathetic as was feared that the vote is big for president Johnson Republicans might read this big volume 
of votes as a sign that all those silent voters Barry Goldwater kept talking about are speaking out at last but 
for the story of one sure vote for the Democrats we go to CBS News White House correspondent dan Rather 
the president was up the wheel of his white Lincoln as he and the missus drove 15 miles from the ranch into 
Johnson City mr. Johnson looked tired but he was smiling and campaigning all the way and they paid 
enamors electric cooperative building where his voting precinct was set up in a kitchen a president greeted 
all eight precinct officials on a first-name basis as he and mrs. Johnson were given their ballots besides the 
eight voting officials there were five Secret Service men four reporters and 22 photographers in the kitchen 
turned polling place there are no boots or voting machines in the room the Johnson sat at the same table as 
precinct officials making no effort to cover their ballots the president marked tears in bold strokes taking just 
one minute and 10 seconds to vote the straight Democratic ticket he stuffed with emphasis his ballot into a 
small metal box then rode off to the ranch for breakfast this is CBS News correspondent dan Rather with the 
presidential party in Johnson City Texas senator Goldwater voted in his hometown of Phoenix and he split 
his ticket CBS News reporter Dave shoemaker reports there was a long line waiting to vote when Barry and 
Peggy Goldwater arrived at their neighborhood polling place in the Phoenix country day school the turnout in 
the wild adieu Paradise Valley section was heavy and the floor of voting machines couldn't handle the 
business officials offered to move them to the head of the line but the Goldwater said they'd wait and they did 
for an hour and twenty minutes they passed the I'm signing autographs shaking hands and chatting with old 
friends when the Senators turn finally came 
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Senators turn finally came he spent ninety seconds behind the curtains later admitted he'd voted for a few 
Democrats then as he left he was asked about his election day philosophy well | never get worried on 
Election Day you either win or you lose and no tie in this business is taken ago at this point it's going my way 
come on honey we're the boys CBS News reporter Dave shoemaker in Phoenix supporters of Senator 
Goldwater mounted their operation Eagle Eye today to watch the polls and Democrats in many cities we're 
keeping an eagle eye on the operation suspecting it might be used to intimidate Democratic voters for a story 
on this unprecedented poll watching effort we switched to New Orleans and CBS News correspondent blue 
wood their strong Goldwater sentiment in Louisiana and the young and finely tuned Goldwater organization 
here has four times as many poll Watchers and commissioners out this time than they did in 1960 if | spot 
voting irregularities they report to a ballot security control center like this one at the Republican headquarters 


in New Orleans with the help of mobile telephones and two-way radios the control center dispatches a roving 
troubleshooter to the poll hello this is YJ eight eight three two three new orleans faster we have a report of 
trouble in the fourth floor the first precinct they have two machines one machine has been shut down 
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machines one machine has been shut down and voters are turning away would you proceed to that area and 
check out the trouble and then call the mechanic at the warehouse and report the trouble to him okay I'm on 
my way so far most of the trouble here has been voting machine breakdowns which slowed up the voting 
Republicans say the local election officials aren't equipped to spot breakdowns fast enough and their 
communications network is a public service the metropolitan director of the Goldwater committee says all 
voters both Republican and Democratic benefit by operation Eagle Eye but Democrats say it is merely a form 
of voter intimidation and should be called Operation evil eye this is CBS News correspondent Lou wood in 
New Orleans the Democrats have challenged this Republican operation in a number of places today in 
Miami a circuit court judge issued an injunction against citizens for Goldwater banning illegal mass vote 
challenging without cause and bitter charges that Negroes were being prevented from voting by Republicans 
came from Maryland and South Carolina there were various other complaints from both sides in Philadelphia 
Cleveland and Benton Kentucky all a result of the vote Watchers work and the work of the vote Watchers 
Watchers in Mississippi today the largely Negro freedom Democratic Party announced the results of its mock 
election the election designed to prove that the small number of Negro voters in that state is the product of 
the intimidation and not apathy the result fifty nine thousand six hundred sixty three votes for Johnson and 
fourteen votes for Goldwater Walter Cronkite we'll be back with you from our CBS News election 
headquarters in a moment they were reporting to you a short while ago the first two states that are both 
profile analysis indicated can be placed in a won or lost column have now been recorded on our CBS 
scoreboard here Indiana and Kentucky with a total of 22 
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Indiana and Kentucky with a total of 22 electoral votes going to Lyndon Baines Johnson certainly the 
president seeking his first term in the White House and his own right has jumped into a very early lead on 
this election day he's taken a Republican state that Senator Goldwater had said he needed Indiana and he's 
won a border state that Senator Goldwater had a high hopes in Kentucky of course it takes 270 electoral 
votes to win this contest and there are a lot of states where they're still voting at this very hour and a lot of 
returns to be posted up there before we can say who is the winner on this election night let's go to the 
presidential desk live in our CBS News election headquarters and get some more details on those races that 
we have now been able to declare all are they in Indiana where President Johnson is the indicated winner 
the popular vote now shows him with 83 thousand votes to 68 thousand for senator Goldwater was about 7 
percent of the vote reporting earlier senator Goldwater was in the lead but even men are bpa-free 6 which 
were from all over the state indicated that President Johnson would win now it appears that his final 
percentage will be about 55 percent - senator goldwater's 45% was just exactly reverses what happened four 
years ago Nixon took Indiana by 55 to 45 President Johnson seems to be running well all over the state he 
doing very well in Indianapolis he's doing well in the Gary and industrial areas where there was some 
thought that there might be a white backlash particularly after George Wallace did well there last spring he's 
doing very well in the normally Republican upper and middle income areas and he's running strongly in the 
suburbs and he's running stronger than John Kennedy among the Catholic it looks like a sweep for him in 
Indiana Roger area in the south the president 42 BPA already has one in Kentucky which is a good key state 
for the upper South border south but if we can take a quick look at South Carolina which would furnish us a 
key for the deep south you'll see that Lyndon 
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deep south you'll see that Lyndon Johnson and Barry Goldwater are very close Skol water in the lead by 
eleven thousand eight hundred eighty eight Johnson eleven thousand four hundred thirteen just commenting 
briefly on South Carolina it's well known Democratic senator Strom Thurmond moved over to the demo to the 
Republican Party in early September we'll watch that race to see what influences straumann from Thurmond 
switch had and also whether or not Lyndon Johnson can break the expected victory of Barry Goldwater down 
there because if he can if he can block a very Goldwater in South Carolina in all likelihood go waters victory 
in the South would be much more limited than the Republican strategist had and hope for Walden some 
when we've had our first indication on a senatorial race and hope we can get back to it in a moment but right 
now let's listen to this message Bob trout | know that we've had a call on a on the air race in Indiana can you

victory in Indiana looks like it may sweep the state mike wallace how about the gubernatorial race i just got 
through talking to Roger Brannigan who is the Democratic candidate there and as you can see Walter Roger 
Brannigan now has a hundred and one thousand seven hundred on the tabulated both the popular vote in 
Indiana Richard R is Dean seventy eight 
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Indiana Richard R is Dean seventy eight thousand god but according to our VP a estimate Brannigan is the 
winner with 56 percent Brannigan said I'm very happy and tell Walter I'm watching it and good thank you 
Mike well you might wonder what the big news might have been if this was not election day but it is election 
day and we'll be back in just a minute with complete coverage that ought to be of continuing interest for into 
the night long after we know who is one we'll be finding out by how much who we've brought in with him

story is more important than that because it looks as if Johnson is beginning to build up the landslide that 
had been predicted for him already with our voter profile analysis with IBM we have been able to say that 
Johnson is indicated as the winner in Kentucky and in Indiana for a total of 22 electoral votes those are 
states that senator Goldwater had hoped to win he had really counted on the normally Republican state of 
Indiana but his victory Johnson's victory in Indiana has also carried in the incumbent senator Vance Hartke 
for another term and the Democratic a candidate for governor we want to get some details on all of those 
races that have come in now from presidential side let's get the first rundown from our presidential desk 
roger mudd and from harry reasoner gentlemen Walter our first returns are coming in from the state of Ohio 
which of course is one of the key states for Barry Goldwater as well as for Lyndon Johnson and there with 


the scattered returns Lyndon Johnson is in a slight lead 2902 Goldwater's 1600 but according to our early 
inconclusive epa precincts from Ohio Lyndon Johnson is enjoying no bad results from a backlash he's 
running much better than John Kennedy did in the first industrial precinct we have to report and the first 
Negro precinct to report in Ohio went ninety-nine point nine percent for Lyndon Johnson in the state of 
Kentucky which VPA says President Johnson has won the president ran better than John Kennedy 
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president ran better than John Kennedy in all areas of Kentucky 80 percent of the popular vote in with 
Johnson five hundred sixty-seven thousand one hundred seventy two goldwater's three hundred thousand 
three hundred twenty-nine thousand twenty one VPA shows that President Johnson ultimately will pull in 
62% of the of the popular vote in Kentucky and if we can refer just momentarily go back to Ohio there 
President Johnson is now the probable winner in the state of Ohio if he can take Ohio as most pollsters 
predict he would come very close to succeeding beyond his expectations in the industrial Midwest Harry 
Roger is dumb you remember senator Goldwater said many times that Ohio was one of the four key states 
he had to take well if he has lost it and EPA says he probably has one of the other things he said was well let 
me take Indiana and a couple of others well of course he's lost in the Anna President Johnson has 20,000 
both lead in the tabulated vote 133,000 113,000 with a percent of the vote in but our VP a precincts indicate 
that he will win the state fifty five percent to forty five percent just reversing the 1960 thing there's it's a 
particularly key state because Indiana was one of the places where during the primaries among Democrats 
there was some sign of white resentment the civil rights struggle George Wallace did very well there it was a 
state that that is normally Republican but a tonight it's all for President Johnson out on the Midwest there's 
not too many votes come in yeah but in Kansas a fairly substantial popular vote fourteen percent of the state 
so as President Johnson still leading he's been leading through there through all these votes eighty seven 
thousand almost eighty eight thousand two senator Goldwater is eighty-one thousand however we'd aren't 
sure where those tabulated votes are from and our study of key precincts as yet does not enable us to say 
whether that means it's 
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enable us to say whether that means it's going to win or not yeah we could go back just a moment to Ohio 
you'll find that President Johnson is running a strong race in Ohio this evening by a substantial margin and 
with the industrial northeast that is around Cleveland and Akron coming in and Cincinnati well represented it 
looks like he's going to have spectacular gains in Ohio to take that state by several hundred thousand Walter 
gentlemen you know on the basis of these early returns you probably could fairly safely predict Johnson the 
victory already tonight at this early stage but that's not the way the games really played it's played as you 
build up the seat this electoral vote it is building up rapidly for Johnson already and with as you have pointed 
out two of the key states that Goldwater had counted in his column already falling to Johnson but it takes 270 
of those electoral votes to win so far we've got Johnson with one improbable forty eight with Ohio in the 
probable column in Indiana and Kentucky in the one column campaign 64 our CBS News coverage of the 
presidential election will continue in just a moment our vote profile analysis indicates that senator goldwater

headquarters were BPA IBM analysis says that Goldwater will be the winner in Alabama and in South 
Carolina added to the state of Mississippi Goldwater's run is strong in the south and he has now some 25 
electoral votes on the basis of our vote profile analysis calls in those estates Lyndon Johnson however 
seems to be well on the way toward a landslide of northern and middle Western and border states there we 
have him the winner in enough states for a total of 66 electoral votes with some 4% of the popular vote 
counted let's look at the boards four percent of the vote counted 1 million 457 a thousand votes for Johnson 
949 thousand for Goldwater that means at Johnson's percentage which has been bouncing from 61 down to 
59 percent is as you see there just back up to 61 percent and Goldwater at 30 and 9% some 
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percent and Goldwater at 30 and 9% some of the states that have been won so far we now can say from vpa 
that North Carolina is probably in the Johnson column Johnson is a probable winner in North Carolina let's 
take a look at to the state-by-state rundown in the East we have Johnson the winner in Connecticut and in 
Maryland for a total of 18 electron volts in the East in the Midwest Johnson has won Indiana and Ohio with 
the big block of 39 electoral votes from those two states in the south Johnson has one Kentucky with nine 
electoral votes and is now we just reported to you in our probable column North Carolina with a thirteen more 
electoral votes Goldwater has won in Alabama Mississippi and in South Carolina let's go down up to the 
middle west look at a typical precinct as this nation goes to the polls today and let me remind you before we 
go out there that while we are reporting at several states already in the won or lost column on this election 
night many of the polls across the nation still remain open the election is a very important one in each of 
those states as well as in those already posted here at our election headquarters a lot of local race is still to 
be decided and everyone is still saying west of the Mississippi and a lot of eastern states get out and vote 
let's go now to Hughes rod at the Rosenwald School in Chicago Walter the votes have been counted here 
unofficially and President Johnson has won in precinct 14 here on the southwest side of Chicago but he 
certainly didn't win by very much he got 286 votes mr.

Nixon 187 and there was a lot of ticket splitting going on Governor Koerner lost the precinct by 256 to 
Charles Chuck Percy the Republican candidate who got 288 the reasons for this as | said a little earlier a lot 
of these people moved out here in the last 5 or 10 years and suddenly became hone over homeowners and 
the theory is that that suddenly turned them into overwhelmingly into Republicans well if it did they just 
enough of them as still preferred mr. Johnson to mr. Goldwater of course and there was also some backlash 
here undoubtedly this is CBS News correspondent who's right in precinct 14 in Chicago we just moved 
Lyndon Johnson from the probable to the one column in North Carolina North Carolina according to VP a I've 
profile analysis indicates that Johnson is the winner in North Carolina perhaps our presidential desk can tell 
us more about that race we are observing this evening a fairly major and significant change in the voting 
pattern whereas in past elections the Democratic nominee normally ran well in what is known as the 
Tidewater or the black belt the cotton and tobacco economies of the South that we are seeing this evening 
that the Republican nominee Barry Goldwater is the one who's running well in the in the farming and deep 
south sections Lyndon Johnson although he has according to VP a taken North Carolina did run in this 
evening to some white voter resentment he ran behind John Kennedy's pace in these rural areas but where 
he made his victory fashion his victory was in Charlotte the industrial section around Charlotte and in 
Mecklenburg County and in the Raleigh Durham area where the tobacco industry is and the University of 
North Carolina complex the Negroes are glowing for mr.

South have not gone Republican since those unnatural days of the Reconstruction period right after the Civil 
War these 
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period right after the Civil War these are extraordinary and historic changes a universal phenomenon seems 
to be building up here the break over point the thing that does divide us because one of the campaign 
phrases is again the race matter as far as state majority feelings go it is still with us in that part of the South 
certainly those three states he is running bigger mr. Johnson and mr. Kennedy four years ago what seems to 
be building up from what figures and projections we have would appear to be a victory on the order at least 
of mr. Eisenhower's in 56 possibly as high as FDR's in 1936 if mr. Johnson does rack up a popular vote 
majority of 60% or better he will be one of only three presidents who have done that in the last 140 years as 
long as we have the records on popular voting in this country the other two were FDR 36 and Harding in 
1920 there is a big change in very hard rock Republican voting as we've seen from some of the rich 
suburban areas in the Midwest and states like Illinois Indiana and Ohio where mr. dimma for mr. Johnson a 
Democrat is cut in this is a very deep-seated change as is the switch to Republicans in the back hills in the 
south of several states it looks at this early hour at least as though the theory of mr.

in Michigan and in Illinois he's running Johnson's actually running about four to three ahead of Otto Kerner

and Humphrey 42% for Goldwater and Miller it might be noted that that percentage is down a little bit it's 
been up as high as 61 percent earlier this evening dropped down to 60 down to 59 and it is now down to 58 
percent but this is popular vote on on a sign to bye-bye importance in the nation will continue now with our 
regional election coverage from our affiliated CBS television stations and we'll be back with more national 
coverage from our CBS News election headquarters in a few minutes this is Walter Cronkite at our CBS 
News election headquarters once again and the story of this election night is Americans going to the polls 
and apparently record numbers recording

about sixty three percent of the popular vote some time ago we were able to say that on the basis of vote 
profile analysis Lyndon Johnson had been elected president of the United States with three hundred and 
forty three electoral votes now to 12 in the probable states that are listed for him for a total of three hundred 
and fifty five electoral votes he passed the 270 needed for a clear majority about 15 minutes ago senator 
Goldwater has 25 electoral votes from Alabama Mississippi and South Carolina he took an early lead in 
Georgia and it looked like he might win that state he may still but at the moment BPA says that is too close to

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Republican representatives elected so far 10 Democrats as we can see Kentucky Republicans are picking 
up one it looks as if they are at least in the Democrats losing one it should be five to two in the next 
Congress if the president friend holds five Democrats and two Republicans in Louisiana despite the fact that 
the state seems to be going for senator goldwater the Republicans are not electing any representatives and 
there will be eight Democratic representatives in the next Congress in Louisiana Mississippi the Republicans 
seem actually to be losing one they had won and now it looks as if there will be five Democratic 
representatives from Mississippi in the next Congress North Carolina where it was ten to one in favor of the 
Democrats it should be nine to two in the next Congress again these are not definite yet these are probables 
and leadings in Oklahoma which has six seats five to one is the same measurement it is the measurement of 
the old Congress and should be for the new one South Carolina well actually they seem to be losing a seat 
they have six Democratic seats so in the last Congress and they have five Democrats presently who have 
one no Republicans Tennessee as you can see Democrats five to four the new Congress it will be 
Democrats six to three they're picking up one there if it goes on this way in Texas the Republicans are 
coming up with to the Democrats who've had 23 going down to 21 at the moment in Virginia the Democrats 9 
to 1 in the old Congress 8 to 2 in the new one and this is the summary for the sit for the states of the south a 
hundred and three Democrats leading or elected 16 Republicans leading or elected in the old Congress it 
was a hundred and four to fourteen there's a discrepancy in the figures but that's because some are listed as 
leading and some are less listed as definitely elected but the Republicans do seem to be picking up some it's 
been an interesting story | could just give it to you very briefly in one sentence | believe the

more remarkable and going to be remarked upon by Republicans and months to come because he managed 
to work out a 55% margin on our BPA estimate a 1 million 107 thousand votes the 9:51 in the popular vote 
so far but a 55 percent margin on BPA despite the fact that Lyndon Johnson according to VP a carried the 
state 64% and the senator Philip a Hart the Democratic incumbent won his race by 63 percent a soul 
Romney winning for the Republicans the Statehouse in Michigan again with 55 percent that will loom as 
quite a feat in this year let's go now to our presidential desk gentlemen how it looks it older it looks like we 
can just about wrap the South up at least for the purposes of VP a we have another call on Arkansas which 
is the next of the last state waiting to get a final decision Georgia is still holding out but in Arkansas with 
President Johnson leading in the popular vote 45202 to go waters 33,000 371 vote profile analysis declares 
indicates that President Johnson is the winner there are 56 percent of the vote apparently the president's 
victory in Arkansas was built up in a large degree on from surprising majorities in Fort Smith and in the 
northwest quadrant of the state 
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in the northwest quadrant of the state in the ozark area which is traditionally republican and where he ran 
about 13 points ahead of John Kennedy four years ago he ran behind John Kennedy however in Little Rock 
one other state that we can call in the Midwest is South Dakota where President Johnson is leading 26,000 
334 through 20,000 and 3/4 senator Goldwater but BPA indicates that President Johnson is the winner there 
fifty three percent of the total vote in South Dakota Sioux Falls which accounts for about seventy five percent 
of the vote is gone for President Johnson however Goldwater hung on to a majority among the wheat 
farmers President Johnson got about 64% of the Catholic vote which is up 10 points from the lead John 
Kennedy had among Catholic Terry in Idaho Roger whereas things have gone tonight Idaho is what you'd 
call almost a squeaker with 33 and if 33 percent of the vote in President Johnson's ahead in the tabulated 
vote forty five thousand six hundred to forty four thousand seven hundred our survey of precincts our vpa 
estimate indicates that the president will win by about fifty two percent to forty eight percent but as we say 
the way things have gone tonight that's a real close race we were taking a look back at some of our

Johnson's electoral vote is almost as wide a 
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electoral vote is almost as wide a margin to 474 both he's won already he probably has won 5 and that's a 
total of 479 Goldwater has won 35 he probably will win 12 more in the Georgia and that will make a total of 
47 270 are required to win the Democratic a sweep for Lyndon Johnson that has cut across all economic 
Geographic racial lines to give him victories in all groups in the country has also carrying Democrats to 
victory in senatorial and gubernatorial races and in the race for Congress with 35 Senate seats up this year 
the Democrats have won 26 and the Republicans only three that's 29 of the races with six yet to be heard 
from 26 Democratic seats with 40 holdovers would give them a margin of 66 votes in the 89th Congress a 
meeting in January the Democrats the Republicans with 25 holdovers would have 28 seats if we say there 
are six seats yet to be heard from in the State House races there were 25 governorship races this year the 
Democrats already have 117 and the Republicans four with 16 holdovers that means that Democrats will 
control the capitals of 33 states the Republicans 13 states a tremendous margin a big new margin for the 
Democrats of their in the Congress of the United States the Democrats have won 277 seats already and the 
Republicans a hundred and thirty-two it means that the Democratic margin definitely will be at least 23 seats 
more than they had in the 88 Congress 254 they had then 176 to the Republicans so it looks as if the 
Democrats are going to have wide margins in both the 
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going to have wide margins in both the houses of Congress as well as in the the state capitals which are very 
important in a year when many states are going to be reapportioning by the same token the Democrats are 
winning the state legislators in many states where they had been held by the Republicans in Indiana for 
instance and in New York State there are still some close races outstanding not very many senator of our 


President Johnson swept the entire East Goldwater Gatineau states in the East he swept the middle West 
and only Nebraska is outstanding there it's probably for Johnson in the West Johnson has won everything 
except Alaska Hawaii and Arizona Arizona is one of the races being watched very closely it's still too close to 
call in senator goldwater's home state only in the south did did senator Goldwater win any states at all 
Alabama Louisiana Mississippi and South Carolina and Georgia is still a probable and very close in Georgia 
among the close races we are watching is the gubernatorial race in Wisconsin also where the Democratic 
governor John Reynolds is meeting a very close and tight hard fight with Warren Knowles's republican 
challenger and there are five outstanding Senate races that are really running and going down to the wire 
Bob trout has a story there yes Walter of all these stories are hard to tell about the Senate and the house 
tonight this is one of them of the 34 Senate races in the continental United States five do remain too close to 
call at this time in California the Democratic senator Pierre Salinger is trailing the Republican George Murphy

senator Pierre Salinger for that Senate seat they figures 1 million six hundred and twelve thousand two 


Salinger's one million four hundred and twenty four thousand the RV PA says at this race as certainly the 
figures would indicate this far too close to call at this moment might be mentioned that congressman Miller 
who you saw a moment ago there in Lockport offense event at Lockport New York his home as gave up the 
Republican National Committee chairmanship and a seat in Congress to make this run for the vice 
presidency although he had announced earlier he intended to resign from Congress anyway and not run he 
now intends to return to his law practice in Lockport as soon as that concession does come we did have an 
announcement that the goldwater's press secretary expects to make an announcement at any moment out in 
the Phoenix Arizona it may simply be to confirm what the mother has already told us that Senator Goldwater 
does not expect to make any statement until 10 o'clock Arizona time tomorrow morning or later this morning 
as it turns out now let's go to Roger Mudd at our presidential analysis desk Roger Walter Lyndon Johnson 
has won in Nebraska on the basis of old profile 
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Nebraska on the basis of old profile analysis he is the winner there by 52% the popular vote shows him in the 
lead 140 4971 to goldwater's 120 2021 but the vpa shows an ultimate victory for the president or 52% and 
that would just about take care of the middle west an entire suite by President Johnson of all the Midwestern 
states from West Virginia all the way out to Nebraska and the Dakotas in the state of Georgia which is the 
one southern state still rocking back and forth we finally have a decision on the Georgia and there Barry 
Goldwater has become the first Republican nominee presidential nominee to carry that state in its history 
480 eight thousand eight hundred seventy three to President Johnson's four hundred sixteen thousand 
seven hundred ninety six both profile analysis shows that 52 percent forty eight percent we can take a quick 
look at the southern recap board you will see the total vote in a South wide for these two candidates 
President Johnson six million three hundred seventy five thousand Barry Goldwater five million eight hundred 
fifty two thousand that breaks out Goldwater pulling in about forty seven point nine percent of the popular 
vote this means that Senator Goldwater has carried five out of the thirteen southern states for 47 of its 145 
electoral votes the Goldwater strategy always was to begin with the solid base of about a dozen southern 
states and work from there that that base never got beyond five states Alabama Georgia Louisiana 
Mississippi and South Carolina a quick check of those five states this evening indicates that the the 
difference between the election sick four years ago and the one tonight is one of voting voting patterns to 
look at those five states four years ago you will notice that the pockets of Republican

elevation of states rights as a general way of life if he were elected to the White House one other thing we 
might mention is that in in Louisiana for instance only one white Protestant in for was for Lyndon Johnson in 
some places in Mississippi the the majorities against Johnson ran as high as nine to one around Meridian in 
Mississippi Lyndon Johnson barely got five percent in fact Mississippi could be considered the only state in 
the whole country where there was a landslide against Lyndon Johnson Eric Rogers there see me there a 
couple of questions coming out of the southern results tonight and they both had to do with moderates what 
where does this leave the Republican moderates in the deep south you remember meet al corn the former 
national republican chairman who acts as a consultant of CBS recalling the beginning of operation dixie in 
the Eisenhower years they poured a great deal of money into developing and hoping to get the benefit of the

9:00 or 10:00 in the morning but it's going to be 10 o'clock before senator Goldwater concedes according to 
an announcement now from his press secretary at Phoenix Arizona he is at his home in Phoenix secluded 
there and is not expected to say anything until that hour now Mike Wallace perhaps you can tell us some of 
the details on the gubernatorial races there are a couple of very tight gubernatorial contest still going on first 
of all in Massachusetts Walter Democrat Francis Bellotti is leading 323,000 to 281,000 over former governor 
John Volpe with 33% of the popular vote tabulated and as you can see VVA calls that one still close still too 
close to call the reason that Massachusetts takes such a long time to count their ballots is the fact that each 
Massachusetts voter has to cast a separate vote they have what they call the Massachusetts type ballots 
which necessitates a separate vote for each candidate that simply takes a long time so it's Pilate and vulpes 
still too close to call in spite of the fact that President Johnson is sweeping Massachusetts with a staggering 
77% share of that vote in the state of Wisconsin a very another a very tight contest also President Johnson 
swept through to a tremendous victory over Barry Goldwater there 63 percent to 37 but as you can see here 
Warren Knowles the Republican leading the incumbent Governor John Reynolds 448 to 393 with 57% of that 
popular vote counted but BPA

talk to Warren knows just this afternoon he said the issue there is a vote against John Reynolds he calls him 
high tax Jack John Reynolds last time around campaign said he was not going to have a a sales tax in the 
state of Wisconsin one was put up to him he vetoed it a selectively sales tax was put up to him and then the 
state was beginning to run out of money and so he had to sign the sales tax into law and it's hurting him out 
in Wisconsin tonight now around the country there are many interesting referenda today Oregon the state of 
Oregon has become this tenth state in the Union to abolish capital punishment with half the ballots counted 
now it's a conclusive 139,000 for ending the death penalty to 91,000 against and this despite reports in 
today's oregon papers of a girl raped and murdered last night near springfield oregon very interesting 
referendum down in Maryland Maryland voters have approved a state law banning discrimination in hotels 
and restaurants throughout the state now that old law there did not cover Maryland's Eastern Shore where 
lies the racially torn town of Cambridge Maryland this this referendum was the country's first large public vote 
on civil rights internal state with one foot in the South the vote is about three hundred and three thousand in
